| Hence it is that this ſort of ſinners, being 

_ conſcious to themſelves of the natural ge- 
formity of their actions, ſeek. for privãcy 

and obſcurity, in order to conceal them- 

ſelves from the view of the world. As Job 

has obſerved, ch. xxiv. ver. 15, 16, 17, 

'The eye of the adulterer waiteth for the twi- 

light, ſaying, No eye fhall ſee me, and diſ- 
guiſeth-his face; in the dark they dig through 

Hohes, cohich they had marked for themſelves 

in the day-time : They know not the light, for 
The morning is to them even as the Shagow of 
death ; if one know them they are in the ter- 
rors of the ſhadow of- geath, i 
2. In the next place, It is a ſin moſt 
directly and in the higheſt degree contrary

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| Tat every one of you ſhould know bow to pf 
 feſs bis — in ſandtiſication and honour; not 
in the luſt uf concupiſcence, even as ibe Gen- 
tiles which know not God: For God hath not 
called us unto uncleanneſs, but. unto holineſs. 
Rom. xii. 1. I beſeech yon brethren, by the 
mercies of G od, that ye preſent your bodies a 
vin ſacrifice, boly, acceptable unto. God, 
which is your reaſonable ſervice. 1 Cor. vi. 
x3, 15, to the End, The body is not for for- 
nication, but for the Lord), ; and the Lord for 
the body. know ye not that your bodies are 
the members of Chrit ? ſhall I then take the 
members of Chriſt, and make them the mem- 
bers of an harlot ? God forbid, What, know 
ye not that be which is joyned to an harlot, is 
one body? for two (ſaith he) ſhall be one floh. 
But he that is joyned unto the Lord, is on- 
ſpirit. Flee fornication. Every fin that a 
man doth, is without the body; but he that 
committeth fornication, ſinneth againſt his own 
body. What, know ye not that your body is 
rg temple of the holy Gheſt which is in you, 
which ye have of God, and ye are not your 
own* For ye are bought with a price; there- 
fore glorify God in your Body, and in your 
ſpirit, which are God's, The chriſtian re- 
ligion not only forbids all lewd actions, but 
likewiſe lays a reſtraint upon our mouths, 
that no immodeſt word proceed .thence, 
Coloſſ. 11,8, Put away filthy communication

out of your month,” Epheſ. iv. 29. Z | 
corrupt communication proceed out of your 
 muuth, but that which is good to the 5 of 
edifying, that it may miniſter grace unto the 
bearers. Ch. v. Ver. 3, 4, But fornication, 
and all uncleanneſs, let it not be once named 
among you, as becometh ſaints : Neither fil- 
ihineſs, nor Fooliſb talking, nor Jeſting, ꝛobich 
are not convenient; but rather giving of thanks. 
And not only fo, but the goſpel requires 
chaſtity of thought, and checking every 
looſe defire. And indeed it greatly con- 
cerns you to ſet a watch over your thoughts; 
and to guard all the motions of the heart, 
becauſe the heart is the ſpring of all 
your words and actions: from unchaſte 
thoughts naturally proceed immodeſt words 
and unclean actions; and therefore our Sa- 
viour, who knew what was in man, for- 
bids the indulging and taking pleaſure in 
ſuch thoughts; and directly charges them 
with the guilt of fin; as we read, Matt. 
v. 27, 28. Ze have beard that it was ſaid 
by them of old time, Thou ſhalt not commit a- 
dultery. But I ſay unto you, that whoſoever 
looketh on a woman to luſt after her, hath 
committed mower With ber already in his 
beari. 

Father, It is a ſin which debaſes the 
Ai ty of our nature, and moſt of all 
viners corrupts the ſoul. For this reaſon 
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(3) 
it is that St. Peter ſo earneſtly exhorts, 
Dearty beloved (ſays he) I beſeech you as 
ſtrangers and pilgrims, — from cg 
Inſts, which war d gain be ſoul, 1 Pet. ii. 11. 
Fleſlily luſts are ſaid to war againſt the 
ſoul, becauſe they above all others tend to 
extinguiſh in our minds a fenſe of virtue 
and religion; and not only make us al- 
to gether untnindful of a future ſtate, but 
indeed utterly diſqualify us for that holy 
place into whieh nothing that defileth can 
enter. This fin taints "and corrupts the 
imagination, inflames che paſſions, enfee- 
bles the noble faculties of the mind, clouds 
the underſtanding, depraves the will, and 
fo wholly poſſeſſes the thoughts, that it 
fakes them off not only from the duties 

of religion, but alſo from that neceſſary 
care and induſtry, Which every one ought 
to exerciſe in their ſeveral callings and 
conditions of life. And-when all thought- 
fulneſs and conſideration is thus extinguiſh- 
ed, 1t hurries men on to be governed by 
mad and brutiſh appetites 3 and ſo renders 
them more like the beaſts than rational 
creatures made in the wears of and 2 che 
2 2 of God. 

. This fin is commonly attended with 
airs others, and leads on the deluded ſinner 
by fatal ſteps to the commiſſion: of the 
mo heinous and deteſtable vices. It not only 

E makes 
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makes them idle, and neglect their own bu- 
ſineſs, but at the fame time puſhes them on 
to luxury and extravagance ; and then to 
ſupport and conceal their vicious and pro- 
fuſe way of living, tempts them to theft 
and robbery, to lying and perjury, and 
at length ſometimes to commit the crying 
{fin of murther, even the unnatural murther 
of their own children, to cover the ſhame 
of the guilty -parents. 

5. It is a fin moſt dangerous, becauſe moſt. 
difficult to be forſaken. Of all the ſnares the 
devil lays for the fimple and unwary, no 
one entangles more than this; of all ſins no 
one ſears the ſinner's conſcience more, or 
makes him more deaf to good advice. The 
dangerous nature and tendency of this vice 
is ſet forth by Solomon in the following 
paſlages : Prov. ii. 18, 19, The houſe of the 
flrauge woman inclineth unto death, and her 
paths unto the dead. None that go unto ber 
return again, neither take they hold of the 
paths of life. Chap. v. 3, 4, 5, 6, The lips of 
a firange woman drop as an honey-comb, and 
ber mouth is ſmoother than oil: But ber end is 
bitter as wormwood, ſharp as a two-edged 
ſword : Her feet go down to death, ber ſteps 
tate hold on hell. Leſt thou ſhouldſt ponder 
the path of life, her ways are moveable that 
thou canſt not know them. And, ver. 22, 23, 
of the ſme chapter, His own iniquities ſhall

take the Wicked himſelf, and be ſhall io bolden 


with the cords of his. fins: He ſball di 
inſtruction, and in the greatneſs of bis 74 
he ſhall go aſtray. Chap. vil. 25, 26, 27. 
not thine heart decline to her ways, go = 
aſtray in ber paths: For ſhe haſt caſt down 
many wounded ; yea, many ftrong men bave 
been ſlain by ber Her houſe is the way to hell, 
going down to the chambers of death. Ecclef. 
vii. 26. I find more bitter than death, the wo- 
man whoſe heart is ſnares. and nets, and ber 
bands as bands: whoſo. pleaſeth God ſhall ef 
cape from ber, but the Sinner ſhall be taken by 
ber, What ſtill increaſes the diffiulty of 
reclaiming ſuch ſinners is, that this vice 
grieves the holy ſpirit of God, by whoſe 
influences chriſtians are renewed on ſancti- 
fied, and cauſes him to depart ſrom them, 
and leave them under the dominion of che 
Devil and their own luſts. 1 Cor. iii. 16, 
17. Know ye not that ye are the Temple of 
God, and that the Spirit of God 2 in 
vo ? If any Man defile the temple of God, 
Vim ſhall God deſtroy : for the temple. of God 
is holy, which temple ye are. When men are 
thus forſaken. of God, and by a long con- 
tinuance in impudent practices have ar 
fied their conſciences, no wonder they 
come ſuch as St. Paul deſcribes, Erle. iv. 
19. Lo being paſt feeling, bave given them- 
kelves over unto, laſciviouſneſs,, to work all an-

cleanneſs with greedineſs. This ſhould lead 
you to conſider before it is too late; to 
check your unlawful deſires, to break off 
from your lewd. courſes, and not to ſuffer 
an ves to go in the way that leads to de- 
ſtruction, as an ox that goeth to the laughter, 
or as a fool to the correction of the Jocks ; Hill 
a dart ſtrike through his liver, as a bird

6. The conjequences of indulging this ſin 
even in this life are very dreadful. It robs 


the ſinner of every thing which is valuable 


and deſirable in this world; his ſubſtance, 


his reputation, his peace, his health, and 


many times even life itſelf: and in the 
room of theſe, ſubjects him to poverty and 


diſtreſs, to the contempt of his acquain- 


3 and abhorrence of all ſober people; 
to publick diſgrace and the rod of the ma- 


5 niſteatd to the bitter reflections of a tor- 


tured mind on his paſt gwlt and folly ; 
and to ſuch loathſome diſeaſes as either 
ſhorten his days, or make life itſelf a 
burthen. Let the unhappy ſufferers ſay, 
whether they have not found by ſad ex- 
perience the following W of So- 
lomon to be true: By means of a whoriſh 
woman, a man is brought to a picee of bread ; 


and the adultreſs will hunt for the precious 
Life. Can'a man take fire in his boſom, and

his clothes not be burnt * Can one go upon bot 
coals, and his feet noi be burnt? So is 1 that go- 
eth in to his neighbour? s wife : whoſoever touch- 
eth ber, ſhall not bs innocent. Whojo committeth 
adultery with a woman, lacketh underſtanding: 
he that doth it deſtroyeth his own foul : A 
wound and diſhonour ſhall he get; and his re- 
proach ſhall not be wiped away, Prov. vi. 
26, 27, &. Hear me now therefore, O 
ye children, and depart not from the words of 
my mouth; remove thy way far from the 
ſtrange woman, and come not "I the door of 
| ber houſe ;, leſt thou give thine honour unto o- 
thers, and thy years unto the cruel ; leſt ſtran- 
gers be filled with thy wealth, and thy labours 
be in the houſe of a ſtranger, and thou mourn 
at the laſt, when thy fleſh and thy body are 
conſumed, and ſay, how have ] hated inſtruc- 
tion, and my heart deſpiſed reproof ? and have 
not obeyed the voice of my teacbers, nor incli- 
ned my ear to them that inſtructed me? Prov. 
v. 7, 8, to 13. And to the ſame purpoſe, 
Fob xxxi. 9, 11, 12. F mine beart have been. 
deceived by a woman, or if I have laid wait 
at my neighbour's door ; ibis is an heinous. 
crime, yea, it is an iniquity to be puniſhed by 
the judges : For it is a fire that conſumeth to de- 
fruttion, and would root out all mine increaſe.

Marriage is 
Honourable in all, and the bed undefiled ; but 
whoremongers and adulterers God will judge; 
and ſo judge, that they all have their part 
in the lake which burneth with fire and brim- 
ſtone; which is the ſecond death, Rev. xxi. 8. 
In theſe paſſages of ſcripture you ſee the 
wrath of God is very plainly denounced. 
againſt theſe ſins; your own conſciences 
will witneſs againſt you, and tell. you, that 
you have deſerved theſe fore .and terrible 
judgments of God; and there is no way 
left for you to eſcape them, but by a ſpee- 
dy repentance and thorough amendment. of 
your lives. Now conſider this, ye that 
forget God, leſt he tear you in pieces, and 
there be none to deliver you: take warning 
by what you have already ſuffered; ſin no 
more, leſt a worſe thing come unto you: 
you have experienced already in yourſelves, 
and ſeen in your wretched companions, 
ſome of the fad conſequences of a lewd and 
vicious life: but how little is all you ſuffer 
in this world in compariſon of what all im- 
penitent ſinners muſt ſuffer at the hands of 
an almighty and angry God in that San

and terrible Day, when the Lord Jeſus ſhall

1. Be on your guard againſt the approaches I 
to this fin; and reſiſt the firſt motions of | 
unclean deſires in your minds: extinguiſh 
the ſmalleſt ſparks, leſt they Kindle the 
fire of luſt again in you. Let not the 
woman liſten to the fair ſpeeches of the 
man that would beguile her; and let the 
man arm himſelf with the fame caution 
againſt rhe enticing looks and he flattery 


after her beauty in thine heart, neither let ber 
take thee with ber eye-lids. Prov. vi. 24, 25, 
Carefully ſhun all emptations, and abſtain 


from every thing which is apt to lead you 
into the ſnare. Avoid all ili company, re - 
nembring Solomon's advice, Prov. 1. 10. 


thou not : eſpecially, avoid the company of 
ſuch as have formerly led you aſtray. En- 
ter not into the path of the wicked, 1 go not 
into the way of evil men; avoid it, paſs not 
by it, turn from it, and paſs away, Prov.! iy. 


immockeſt geſtures, laſcivious iſcburſes⸗ | 
fooliſh 
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fooliſh talking and jeſting, which are not 
convenient. Shun all immodeſt books, 
ſongs, and pictures, and every thing which 
may tend to raiſe impure deſires and luſtful 
thoughts in your minds. Unclean deſires 
partake of the guilt of unclean actions; 
they naturally lead us to the commiſſion of 
them, and are expreſly forbid by the goſpel 
of Chriſt. Abſtain from all intemperance 
and exceſs; it is our Lord's advice, Luke 
xxi. 34. Take heed. to yourſelves, leſt at any 
time your hearts be overcharged with ſurfeiting 

and drunkenneſs. And the Apoſtle ſays, 
Rom. Kill. 13, 14. Let us walk honeſtly as 
in the day ; not in rioting and drunkenneſs, not 
in chambering and wantonneſs. Learn to keep 
your bodies 1n temperance, as the beſt 
way to keep them in chaſtity ; and make 
not proviſion for the fleſh, to fulfil the 
luſts thereof. Beware of idleneſs and floth, 
and apply yaurſclves with diligence to ſome 
honeſt trade or employment for your ſu 

port and maintenance; which will be a 
means of keeping you out of the way. of 
temptations, and help you. to eſcape the 
ſnare which is ſo fatal to the ſlothful and 
intemperate. Tis the common plea of 
lewd women, that their wants and neceſſi- 
ties firſt led them into ſuch a licentious way 


of living: but this is a wicked and a falſe 
pretence; it was the inordinate love of ſen- 


fual 


nant of your God; how greatly you have 
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ſual pleaſure, it was idleneſs, and an averſion 


to honeſt labour, which firſt corrupted their 
minds, and then betrayed them into a vi- 


cious and lewd courſe of life; out of which 
nothing is ſo likely to reclaim them, as re- 


ſolving to betake themſelves to ſome honeſt, 
though it be a laborious, pains-taking way 
of getting their bread. 

2. Never think with pleaſure on any of 
your paft crimes; but whenever you call 
them to remembrance, let it be with abhor- 
rence and deteſtation. Reflect with ſhame 
and ſorrow upon the finful aggravations of 
your guilt and folly, when you forſook the 
guide of your youth, and forgot the cove- 


offended him, abuſed your bodies, polluted 
your ſouls, and expoſed yourſelves to his 
dreadful vengeance, Theſe reflections will 
put you upon good reſolutions, and help 
to ſtrengthen them. 

Let your chief converſation be with 


perſons of ſober and orderly behaviour, and 
exerciſe yourſelves frequently in religious du- 


ties, ſuch as attending the publick worſhip 
of God, reading good books, meditation 
on divine and ſpiritual things; eſpecially, 
accuſtom yourſelves to think often, That 
you are continually in the preſence of the 
great God; that your moſt private actions 
and your very thoughts are known to ma

Por his eyes are upon the ways of man, atid 2 
feeth all his goings : There is no darkneſs nor 
ſhadow of death, where the workers of iniqui- 
Theſe may hide themſe:ves, Job xxxiv.

heſe conſiderations will help to preferve 
you from ſecret wickedneſs, and when you

Above all, pray continually and fer- 
hats! to Almighty God, humbly contifeſ- 
ſing your ſins to him, and earneſtly im- 
ploring his holy ſpirit to direct and guide 
you, in all your ways, to aſſiſt and ſtreng- 
then you againſt all the temptations of bg 
world, the fleſh, and the devil, and ef pe- 
cially againſt the ſin that moſt eaſily beſets 
you ; and to enable you to walk in his holy 
laws to your life's end.
